TH E Perfon who performed this, being prevailed 
upon by fome Friends to give the Curious ao 
Account of the extraordinary bignels and fhape of this 
Stone, has communicated it to the Publifher of thefe 
Tranfaftions, in the following words. 

This Stone was taken from Mrs. Henchman y a Widow 
Gentlewoman , of the Age of about One and Fifty 
Years, who Lodges in kkgs-Head-Court in Holhorn. 
Its Hiape is not very unlike to a fort of Spring-^Purie 
{ as they are called ) which many People ufe ; and its 
furfacc is indidereotly fnoath, excepting only that tliere 
are Four Protuberances^ each of which is about the 
fizc of a Hazel-Nut ; theCe fcem to have been at Fjrfl: 
leficr StoneSj which faOiog into the Bladder after tliat 
the great Stone was almoft grown to its full bignefs 
there, were joyned to it, firfl by adhedon, and at laft 
becanae all one Body v/ith it. It is alto very probable 

that 
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that the lefler end oF the great Stooe, was once a di- 
ftinft Stone, and fell into, or was feparately formed 
in the Bladder, a good while after that the bigger part 
had taken pofleffion there. 

The length of the Stone is ^ | Inches. Its breadth, 
where largeft, is vtty near 3 1. Inches. Its thickneJs is 
1 1 Inch. Its weight is Nine Ounces and a half Avsr- 

Dt.Motineux (that learned Phyfician of DuUin) m 
his Account of an extraordinary large Stone fpontanc- 
oufly voided by a Woman through the Vnthra^ mknt^ 
in N^ %o% of the Tranfaclions, has mentioned two or 
three Notions, which I fuppofe this Operation does con- 
fute. 

Fird, He thinks that Women never breed Stones (b 
large as Men ; the contrary of which feems to be ma- 
nifeft by this Operation : For perhaps a Stone of ^o 
large a fee as this was never yet taken out of the Blad- 
der of a living Man, 

Secondly, He feems to conclude it probable that all 
Women may be freed from the Stone by d^xlmon oi the 
Urinary Paflage, and then forcing away the Stone 
through II : Wliich Method I think cannot be depended 
upon, jfincc the Stonzs may prove of fb great a fee. 

Thirdly, He fays. That dividing the Membranous 
Subftance of the Bladder, is to be avoided as certain 
Death to the Patient ; whereas this Scone, and many 
other have proved too large to be extrad:ed througfi an 
Incifion made only within the fiiort Neck of a Woman's 
Bladder. 

The Patient never had the lead ill Symptom fince 
her being cut, and is now perfeftly well.
